‘HARDWARE PREVIEW 


The Atari 1200XL 


Waiting in the wings to be released in the first quarter of 1983 is 
the 1200XL, Atari’s new top-of-the-line personal computer. With 
a retail price of $899, the 1200XL is a 64K machine. It’s been 
described as “one of the ‘friendliest’ computers ever built... , 
encased in a sleek high-impact plastic and polished metal, low- 
profile package.”’ It sports 2 (not 4) joystick ports, 1 (not 2) 


cartridge slots. There is no access to any internal components, 


and the new unit will not support the RAMDISK, the BIT-3 80 
column board, or similar units. In these areas, Atari seems to have 
regressed in their design considerations. | would like to know their 
rationale in following this course. 

Now for some good news. There is a newrow of keys across the 
top of the standard QUERTY keys. It is to this new row that the 
OPTION, SELECT, and START keys have been moved. Likewise, 
the ATARI key (used for turning the inverse video function on and 
off) and the RESET key have been moved to the top. Additionally, 
some new keys have appeared on this top row. F1, F2, F3, and F4 
are user programmable keys, in addition to having pre- 
programmed functions, such as disabling the keyboard during a 
program to eliminate accidental input or interruption, as well asa 
‘“‘one touch” screen disable. Finally a HELP key has been added. 
Ostensibly, it will be used for a programmer-defined ‘panic 
button’ for the end-user. Its other use is a fascinating one: a self- 
generated self-diagnostic menu. Items include a 6.5 minute test 
of the RAM chips, a keyboard evaluation, a test of the 4-voice 
audio features, and an |/O connections test. 

Other interesting features include a foreign language character 
set as a standard feature. 4 new graphic modes from BASIC are 
available. The memo-pad mode is gone; in its place is the ATARI 
logo. The cartridge slot has been shifted to the side of the new 
computer, with no door to open or close, and although it still 
makes many of us cringe, the cartridge can be inserted and 


-removed without turning the computer off. (You're sure?) 


HEAVY HARDWARE RUMOR— 

In the works is a new disk drive, designed as acompanion tothe 
1200XL. It will have a slim-line design, and offer a single density 
format, but with more tracks, giving the user about 150K per disk 
(and ensuring compatability with existing software). No price 
hinted yet, but availability is possible sometime in April. It is said 
that the 810 Disk Drive will be discontinued. 

Also on the way are a new Program Recorder for under $100, a 
new 80-column Printer (at 40 CPS, wake up, Mildred), retailing at 
$549.00, and a four-color 40-column Color Printer /Plotter. 

A FINAL WORD TO THE WISE... 

With the release of the 1200XL, the Atari 800 is about to 
become a greater value than ever. It has been disclosed that the 
800 will retail for $699 as opposed to its present $899. Some 
dealers will be giving fantastic discounts. For those of you who've

STORCH 


Storch was a cynic, or was often labeled as one. “I don’t like the 
way our Club is evolving,’ he confided in me last week. ‘‘When | sit 
behind the long desk at the front of the meeting room, | look out 
and see a hungry horde. A few bright faces, a couple of glimmers. 
.., | think | know why they're there.’’ Storch is one of the originals. 
He studied Computer Science in college, earned two masters, 
works for NCR, bought an Atari (one of the first at $1082) after 
weighing software availability, service, internal configuration, 
and cost. ‘There were just 11 of us at the first A.C.E. meeting,’ he 
said. ‘Once, we spent 3 hours just discussing a small section in 
one particular program a club member had written. We were all 
hotshots, explorers in a new frontier. The GTlA chip, the BROM.. 
., they're there because of guys like us. We told Atari where the 
bugs were, where the improvements need to be made. Look at us 
now. An Endangered Species."’ Storch closed his heavily-lidded 
eyes, his eyeballs rolling under them. They slowly opened. 
“Computer literacy, hah!'’ he suddenly shouted. ‘So they join the 
club, come to a meeting, clean out everything possible from the 
library. They visit this computer store and that, grill the owners, 
salesmen. Then they buy mail order and save $5 or $10. Maybe 
they scout around in search of the local software pirate and try to 
save some more.” Storch’s eyes rolled slowly to the floor. ‘It’s 
only human nature to want as much as possible for a little as 
possible.” He looked me straight in the eyes. ‘‘But the same 
rationale that works ‘so well’ out in the consuming world, that 
‘business-as-usual’ attitude, will surely make a shambles of this 
club.’’ Storch rambled. He left to fetch a cup of coffee from the 
kitchen. 


“Ethics. Guidelines. Rules. Pride... .l propose this. Asurtax on 
all software, hardware, all computer related products. The monies 
to flow directly into Federal coffers. A new branch of the FCC will 
be formed: the FCRC (Federal Computer Regulatory Commission). 
Anyone de$iring to buy and operate a computer must first pass an 
operator's test. The general format would be patterned after the 
steps necessary to obtain, say, a Ham Radio license. As the Ham 
must know Morse code, emergency protocols, etc., the computer 
operator must have a working knowledge, albeit rudimentary, of 
BASIC, Assembly Language, various PEEKs and POKEs, error 
codes, some math and logic background, an ability to type... . Of 
course the degree to which a person would be quizzed would 
depend on the amount of equipment and software they wished to 
operate.” 


Storch’s coffee cup was empty. ‘‘If this truly came to pass, how 
many personal computers do you think there would be in this 
country?’’ he asked. | pondered. He held up his hands with all 
fingers extended like spokes. ‘‘More than that, | think,’’ | added. 
“Of course,’’ he replied, ‘but you know, if it came to pass, maybe 
the club would be like the good old days.”’ 


Later in the week, Storch’s words touched me again. Yes, he 
was aresident cynic, but he had a good point. If only the computer- 
using public would probe below the glossy surface of the game 
cartridge, get involved in a user's group(really involved), speak out 
at meetings, ask questions, contribute to the club newsletter, 
read, wonder, grow, learn. 


Storch said, ‘rise above, use it to its fullest potential, and you'll 
learn more about your fullest potential.”

SOFTWARE REVIEW 


FILEMANAGER 800+ 
Reviewed by Dick Hiatt 


Besides getting the bugs out of FILEMANAGER and doing away 
with the. key, the people at Synapse have made some marked 
improvements in FILEMANAGER. 7 

FILEMANAGER 800+ allows the user to create an initial set of 
fields easily, to review this form at any time, and make 
modifications to it. FILEMANAGER 800+ allows three types of 
fields: 1) alphabetic, 2) numeric, and 3) dollar and cents fields. The 
latter are stored as special numbers with two decimal places, and, 
when printed are right justified. Calculated fields are allowed 
also. 

FILEMANAGER 800+ provides three sort fields, which is handy 
if you are sorting Smiths or Jones. 

The entire program is menu based which makes it very easy to 
use. The manual is very complete and easy to use, though it would 
be nice if all the error messages were listed in one place instead of 
being scattered around the manual. It would also. be nice if the 
program supported pagination to avoid printing on the tear line of 
fanfold paper. Page numbers would be handy, too. — 

FILEMANAGER 800+ is relatively slow to load as it is written in 
BASIC. They tell me that a machine language version is comming. 

| use this program frequently (the club membership list is on 
FILEMANAGER 800) and find it very handy. One of the nice things 
about FILEMANAGER 800+ is that the format can be modified if 
you wish to add or delete fields with out destroying the data.

Q: “Reading through my Atari manual recently, | came across a 
reference to a ‘Default Value’. | have no idea what this means. 
What does ‘Default’ mean?” | 


A: The term “Default” is used to describe a condition or numeric 
value that exists or is caused to exist by the computer until it is told 
to do something else. In other words, a value or condition. 
programmed into the operating system, which can be changed, if 
necessary. | 

Here are some common default conditions and values: 

When you power up your computer, you will always be in 
Graphics Mode O. This is the default graphics mode for the Atari. 

You will find your margin settings have standard default 
settings, too. These are: left margin at 2, right margin at 38. These 
can easily be changed by poking different values into POKE 82 (for 
left margin) and POKE 83 (for right margin). 

Tab settings at power-up have default values of 7, 15, 23, 31, 


and 39. The first push of the tab key brings the cursor to column 7, - 


the second push moves it to column 15, etc. 

Another common default value often encountered is the default 
disk drive value. If 16K of memory is installed, the Atari computer 
can use from one to four disk drives. If you wished to load 
YOUR.FIL from drive #4, you would type LOAD’‘D4:YOUR.FIL”. 
But if you wanted to load YOUR.FIL from drive #1, you could leave 
out the number after the specified device (D for Disk drive) and 
simply say LOAD‘’D:YOUR.FIL” instead of LOAD’’D1:YOUR.FIL™. 
The computer understands the default value for the disk drive is 
#1.
